We are in receipt of your letter dated October 
24th in which you indicate that tike money damages you 
require total $1,050.00 in addition to costs and expanses 
of your attorney. 

We have communicated these facts to the attorney 
for the defendant who has turned it down without making a 
counter-offer. It will, therefore, be necessary for this 
case to proceed to trial which we expect to take place within 
the next few weeks and at which time it will be necessary for 
you to be present in this city. 

With respect to the warrant of attachment that we 
have levied, we have been informed that all the assets of 
Click were assigned to another corporation as of Septembey30th 
1942 and that Click is in the process of being dissolved. We 
are still working on attempting to obtain a bond or some other 
security to insure any judgment eventually recovered against 
Click.
